Origin of a Xame.

The popular notion that Amer-
ica was so called from the-Christia- n

name of Amerigo Vespucci isr
it is Said, wholly unfounded, tho
name really being taken from.
'Amerrique, the Indian namo o
the mountains between Jolgalapa
and Libertad, in the provinces of
Choutales, which separate Iiako
Nicaragua from the Mosquito
Coast. The namo in the Maya
language signifies 'tho windy
country,' or tho 'country whero
tho wind blows always.' Tho
Christian name of Vespucci was-Alberic-

in Italian and Spanish,
and Albericus in Latin, but it is
subject to a great number of
variations, and the name Amerigo,
is probably an adaptation of
Amerrique, added to Vespucci's
namo to distinguish it (Amerrique-bein- g

a namo already known and.
applied to the New World) in tho
same way as we say now 'Chinese
Gordon' to distinguish this par-
ticular Gordon by suggesting one
of his heroic feats. Vespucci's
claim to the discovery of America,
is put out of court by the fact
that he was in Seville when.
Columbus made his voyage. He
did, however, make two or three
Toyages to the New World later
on, and being a vain man and.
acquainted with map makers, ho
would be nothing loth to see his
name associated with the vague
splendors of the new continent.
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
